THE BUTE INLET ROUTE. 

| -. From the Evening Express. 
The latest news fron. Bute Inlet is of a most 
important character, and although we feel that 


many, we deem it our duty to the public to ac- 
quaint them with the trae state of the case, as 
we have learned it from-a reliable source, It has 
been well known for some time, that the chief 
@ifficulties lay in the canon through the mountain- 
oas ridge which cuts the proposed line of road 
at the point where Mr. Waddington’s party are 
pow working, but the true nature of these diffi- 
culties is perhaps but little understood. It appears 
that when Mr. Waddington first came to the 
monuntajnous ridge before spoken of, it: seemed 
to presént an insurmountable obstacle to carry- 
ing the; trail through, but on approaching. it 
nearer @ fissure was discovered, which, it was 
then supposed, ran throngh the mountain, forim- 
ing @ natural pass, which could be rendered ‘ac- 
cessiblé without very much expense. As they 
obese rf throngh it, however, the difficulties 
ncreased, and blasting on a large scale had to 
be rted to. Still, as they worked their way 
slowly onward, the obstacles grew and thickened 
around them, until the disasters were culminated, 
and the failure of the scheme made evident, by 
the discovery of a terrific chasm, three hundred 
yards icross, cutting the road at right angles. 
At the bottom of this gorge rushed a rapid 
stream, far too rapid to be navigable, and on the 
opposite side a solid wall of rock opposed a-hope- 


whole month every plan was tried to gain a com- 
munication with the other side, and at the end 
of that ‘time they had not even succeeded in get- 
ting a rope across. Those who have seen this 
chasm describe it as being perfectly appalling ; 
but even should this be surmounted, it has been 
‘asserted by a man who has travelled the country 
that there are other difficulties further; on, in 
comparison with which the present obstacle is a 


- mere trifle. Hopeless now of effecting a-pas- 


gage through the canon, Mr. Waddington has 
-eonstrncted a trail over an almost, inaccessible 


| mountain, trail which was considered perfectly 


out of the question at the commencement of the 
enterprise, and which can never be travelled by 
‘loaded animals. It is useless, indeed, longer 
to disguise the truth that the entire scheme has 
ended; in a terrible failure. How that 
failure, has been .brought about is but too 
evden Had the proposed line of route been 
properly and effectively surveyed preparatory 
to commencing operations, the insurmountable 
ehasm) would have been discovered, and the line 
altered to avoid it. But for an engineer, after 
forming his plans and making his calculations, 
to come unexpectedly upon a -natural barrier 
which! lies directly acruss the line he has laid 
» down is, we believe, an almost unprecedented 
occurrence in the annals of road-making.
